Quo Warranto- 


-Demurrer of Plaintiff to Defendants 


pleas sustained 
by Judge C. B. 


Smith. 
The above proceedings in tlio nature 


of a Quo Warranto to determine th» 
validity of the Defendants title to the 
Paris & Decatnr Railroad, and to oust 
it therefrom, has been pending in the 
Mncon Circuit Court since the last 
December term, and hns elicited much 
comment and Interest on the part of 
the people generally. Under a rulo of 
court at the December term, defendant 
Tiled its two several pleas on 1st April, 
to which the plaintiff filed their de- 
murrer early in the present May term. 
The demurrer was sustained by the 
court, and loaye takou to file amended 
pleas. On last Thursday, defendant 
tiled its amended pleas, setting tortb 
its answer 'to the information at large. 
The demurrer to these amended pleas 
was argued Tuesday afiornoon of this 
week. 


The opening argument for tho Peo- 


ple was made by J. M. Clokey, Esq., 
followed by Hugh Orea, Esq., and 
Judge A. J. Gallagher for the defense. 
D. T. Mclntire, Esq., of Muttoon, 
closing for the People. The defendant 
sought to carry the demurrer buck to 
tho plaintiffs' Information. 


Judge Smith took the matter under 


advisement, rendering his decision on 
yesterday afternoon. 
The decision 


was carefully written out, reviewing 
at length the numerous points presen- 
ted. The opinion of the court was 
most able, meeting general approba- 
tion, and adding to the already well 
established reputation of the judge as 
a lawyer and member of our state ju- 
diciary. 


Tbe court declined to carry tho de- 


murrer back to the Information and 
proceeded at length to consider the 
several pleas." 


In the opinion, we have sot forth the 


substance of each, plea, a synopsis of 
which, with the findings of the [court 
wo herewith give. 


The first plea sets forth the title of 


the defendant. It appears from the 
recital of the plea that the Midland-,11. 
R. Co., is composed of three several 
corporations, viz: The Peoria, Atlanta 
& Decatur, the Paris & Uecatur, and 
the Paris;& Terre Haute R. B. Co. It 
also appears that the P. A. & D. Co. 
bought the other roads above named, 
including all their property, rights, 
etc., and took deeds of conveyance for 
same. That subsequently the P. A. & 
D. Co. changed its-name ta that of the 
Illinois Midland R'y Co., and ns such 
has since possessed and operated said 
several roads as a continuous line from 
Peoria to Terre Haute, 


The court reviewed the authority of 


the P. A. & D. Co. to lease and pur- 
chooe other roads or parts of roads, un- 
der SOB. 5, of its charter, holding that 
the power vested by the fifth section 
must be considered in the light of the 
thud section of tho charter, »ud is1 


limited to the terminal points, Pooria 
and Beonlur, of said company. 


The charter of the Paris & Deca'tur 


railroad company contains no power 
to sell Its road or franchises. 


The court hold that the defendant, 


by the purchase set forth in Its plea, 
did not obtain any titlo to the P. & D. 
railroad «nd its franchises. 


That it Is B universal rule of law, 


that corporations can exercise only 
such powers ns are expressly confered 
upon them inj theirjcharters, and such 
powers as are necessary to the proper 
use and enjoyment of these expressly 
granted, and they must also exercise 
these powers in tho mode pointed out 
by tho charter. Cooley on Const. Law, 
395; 2 Kent's Corn. 289. 


These corporate powers must also be 


and use it, with nil its conditions 
and responsibilities. 


'They cannot by their own acts cro- 


ate any new "power, not found in their 
cjmrter, nor can they escape any of the 
conditions imposed by the charter. 


Public policy forbids any departure 


from these sound anil wholesome rules, 
which are deeply grounded and rooted 
in the jurisprudence of English and 
American law. .Sedgwiok on Const. 
Law, 335—9, nnd other authorities by 
the court cited. 


The defense rolled upon in this first 


plea is not good, and it fails to show 
titlo, affirmatively, ns it is bound to do. 
It showsjio title.—If defendant cannot 
show title affirmatively in itself, then 
it must disclaim and let tlio people 
have tho franchise

An attempt to show that a Receiver

the legal e,fleet of this second plea, at 
most is that the railroad is iu the 
linnds of the Edgar Circuit Court, ap- 
pointing the Receiver. 


Appointment of Receiver does not 


determine any right or alFect the title 
of either party iu miy manner what- 
ever.

Plea faila to show tlio character of 


the license, when it began or oudodf 
what Us limits and scope, who execu- 
ted it, whether by parol or In writing, 
whether the license is rovokable nt the' 
pleasure of the Paris & Decutur R. R. 
or whether coupled with an interest., 
In my judgment.it falls far short of 
presenting a defense to the charges 
made by the people in the Information 
under the rulo of pleadings applicable 
in this form of action, and which havo 
been sufficiently referred to heretofore. 
and need not now be repeated. 


The demurrer must therefore be sus- 


tained to all of the defendants pleas. 


Upon the announcement of the fore- 


going opinion the defendant took leave 
to amend its pleas by Monday Juno 
12th. 


The determination of tho demurrer 


is considered as virtually deciding the 
case, as far as the court below is con- 
cerned- 


Tho decision of tho court is n moat 


important one, involving large inter- 
ests, and tho caso may bo considered as 
one, if not the most important that has 
ever been before our court. 


Maj. Nelson is associate counsel for 


the prosecution. Col. lugersoll for the 
defense was unable to be present at the 
argument of the Demurrer. 


We rogr.et not being ablo to give a 


synopsis of the pleadings in the case 
and the opinionf of tho court in full, 
but trust the same may have full pub- 
lication for the benefit of tho public 
and profession.
